aA olistening P, ost

Have you ever imagined yourself hav- 
ing ears sticking out in all different direc- 
tions? It’s not a very flattering picture to 
think about and yet figuratively speaking, 
a dental assistant must have “big ears.” 
This perhaps may apply more to the as- 
sistant who is the only girl in her office, 
but in part it applies to each one of us 
who assist in any way in a dental office, 
for sooner or later we find ourselves in 
the position of handling everything alone, 
even if for only an hour or two at a time. 
If we form the habit of listening to the 
things around us we will soon do it auto- 
matically and thus be alert at all times to 
what is taking place in the office. In this 
way we can be of maximum service to 
the doctor. 

To whom and to what then shall we 
listen? 

First, listen to the patients. Let me 
make it clear in the beginning that I do 
not mean by this the kind of listening 
that is done for the purpose of gossip. 
Anything a patient says in a dental office 
should be regarded as confidential. I can- 
not emphasize this too strongly. 

When I say listen to the patients, I 
mean listen to learn anything that will 
help you and your doctor to more effec- 
tively serve the patient. You may hear 
a patient tell someone in the reception 
room something about her physical well- 
being that the doctor does not know—but 
should know. You may hear remarks 
about a previous dental experience that 
will be helpful to your doctor. You may 
hear a child tell his mother that he is 
afraid or that he wants Mother to come 
into the operatory with him. This is your 


cue to go out and reassure the child and 
be prepared in advance to tactfully keep 
Mother in the reception room when the 
child enters the operatory. You may hear 
a patient tell another about an illness or 
a birth or a death in his family. If the 
doctor is advised of this he can make the 
appropriate remarks and a better patient 
relationship is established. 

Also listen to the conversation between 
the doctor and the patient. There are 
times when a dentist is so earnestly try- 
ing to present to a patient a plan for res- 
toration of his mouth that he fails to 
realize much of what he is saying is going 
over the patient’s head. An assistant who 
is listening can frequently know by the 
patient’s comments—or lack of comments 
—that he does not fully understand. 
Knowing this may enable the assistant 
to be prepared to tactfully clear up ques- 
tions while she makes appointments, or 
to tip the doctor off to the situation. 

If a financial arrangement is being 
made between the patient and dentist it 
is well if you can hear and make note of 
it—just in case the dentist doesn’t have 
time to make such notation himself. This 
may be of great value if some question 
arises later about finances. 

Especially listen for—and make note 
of—any promise the doctor makes to the 
patient, such as the following: 

“Mrs. Jones, I will call Dr. Smith 
about performing a root canal filling on 
this tooth and then call you.” 

“Mrs. Brown, I will be happy to talk 
with Dr. Green about orthodontic treat- 
ment for Susan and have his office call 
you and arrange an appointment.” 

“Mr. Allen, I will send your X-ray to 
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Dr. Black so that he may have it before 
he extracts your tooth.” 


“Miss Smith, my examination does not 
show me any caries in your mouth. When 
your X-rays have been developed and 
studied I will let you know whether or 
not they reveal a cavity.” 


The doctor is very busy and sometimes 
his mental note may get lost, but if you 
have made a written one, the promise is 
kept. 

We now come to the second part of 
the listening story. The first part has been 
about listening to human voices. We now 
listen to sounds. This phase of listening 
is especially important to those assistants 
who must help at the chair and perform 
other duties also, so that they are not al- 
ways in the operatory. The sounds I de- 
scribe necessarily are those of my own 
office. They may not be the same in yours, 
but I believe you could find correspond- 
ing sounds. 


If your recetption room door stays 
closed, as so many do because of air-con- 
ditioning, listen for it to open. There are 
those who will just stand at the window, 
or take a seat and never ring the bell. 

When the doctor is completing the 
operation for one patient is the time to 
seat the next one, you can soon learn to 
determine by certain sounds that he is 
about ready for the next patient. The 
sound I find most definite is that of the 
mouth being sprayed. The timing with 
this sound works fine for men and chil- 
dren. But usually it is better to try and 
find an earlier clue for women, due to 
the time it takes them to remove hats, 
deposit packages, etc. 


Usually you can pick up the clue for 
X-rays from a remark of the doctor but if 
there is no remark the sound of a film 
being taken from the box is a certain 
signal to come. 


Perhaps you do not assist during the 
preparation of a cavity but are needed 
when the cavity is to be filled. Learn to 
distinguish those sounds that indicate the 
Preparation is completed. In my office 
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we use a handpiece spray attachment and 
I listen for the sound of the air cut-off 
being replaced in its holder. 

If an inlay or crown is being fitted by 
the doctor and you will be expected to 
come in and help with the seating, listen 
for sounds that mean he is ready for you. 
When my doctor steps into the laboratory 
and polishes the inlay I know he is ready 
tO seat it. 

If your doctor is working with two 
patients alternately, listen to know where 
he is and see that the patient on whom 
he is mot working is comfortable and is 
offered a magazine to look at, if he is in 
a position to do so. Particularly do you 
want to listen and be sure a small child 
is not left by himself for a long period 
of time, and that a person for whom an 
extraction has been performed is feeling 
all right and that no fainting has occurred. 

There are many other things for which 
I listen each day that probably would be 
of no value to you in your particular of- 
fice. But I have an idea that there are 
sounds in your office which you could 
learn to use to make your dental assisting 
more efficient and to enable yourself to 
do things without always having to be 
called or told. 

In closing may I emphasize the fact 
that the suggested listening is to be for 
the purpose of doing more—not just 
hearing more. I think the words of James, 
though written to apply to the Word of 
God, might be borrowed here as a fitting 
close—"Be ye doers of the Word and not 
hearers only.”

EVOLUTION

Paul Revere is known to all of us for 
his midnight ride up Concord way, in 
1775, but did you know that Paul Revere 
was not only a Minute Man, but also a 
Goldsmith of note, as well as General 
George Washington’s Prosthodonist. It 
was he who fashioned, as they were given 
to saying in those days, General Wash- 
ington’s dentures, which were held in 
place by springs with an action not un- 
like that of safety pins; which in effect 
is what the present day Prosthodonist is 
endeavoring to accomplish by repellent 
magnets. This and other little sidelights 
on early dentistry is meant to give you 
some of its background. 

Dentistry is classified as one of the 
nobler professions of the healing arts and 
had its inception as a separate and dis- 
tinct entity, in about the era of your 
grandfathers. Further investigation re- 
veals that the specialty, Exodontia, or as 
it was referred to in the early days, tooth 
drawing, for the most part was done by 
the local barber, who also practiced a 
modicum of medicine, such as glood let- 
ting; for lowering of high blood pressure 
and applying leaches to hematomas or 
black and blue spots on various parts of 
the anatomy, more especially to the lids 
of the eyes. Leaches were used to suck 
out the coagulated blood beneath the tis- 
sues; so often required by the young 
blades of the community after a roisterous 
week-end. In that respect, things have 
not changed too much. I might add in 
passing, that the red and white pole seen 
in front of most barber shops is not with- 
out significance. The red being symbolic 
of blood letting, tooth drawing, various 
and sundry other minor procedures of a 
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surgical nature. The white stripe was 
meant to suggest that the stagnant blood 
and debris was removed, that the tissues 
were now in a pure and wholesome state, 
amenable to healing and bandaging. 
Along with the barber, of course, the 
physician did tooth drawing, as sort of 
a side issue, and of course as we all know, 
even to this day many physicians remove 
teeth as well as perform other surgical 
procedures of an oral nature; and well 
they might, for by training and licensure 
they are privileged to treat the entire 
body without limitation. 

Medicine as we all well know is the 
father of the healing arts. Medicine too, 
had a very humble beginning; starting 
with the witch doctors and herb men; 
however, medicine has made very positive 
and steady progress keeping well apace 
with the civilization of man and the de- 
velopment of culture and science. As med- 
icine developed, so did dental surgery. 
Medicine and Dentistry, are the only two 
healing arts recognized by the Federal 
Government. I qualify that to say, that 
this applies to the Department of De- 
fense; namely the Army, the Navy, and 
the Air Corps. Repeating, within the 
framework of the Department of Defense 
these are the only two recognized healing 
arts services. 

Medicine, recognizing the growth and 
need of dentistry as an adjunct to the 
accomplishment of its mission, encout- 
aged dentistry’s advancement and lent 
invaluable help toward that end, and at 
long last dentistry became an individual 
entity and a full grown member of the 
healing arts. Dentistry is still a very young 
and growing profession, however with the 
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growing demands, by the peoples of the 
world and our own desire to better serve 
the people, dentistry has finally found its 
place in the sun and now stands proudly 
beside its parent organization, as a major 
member of the healing arts. This of 
course was not accomplished without the 
usual growing pains and setbacks. I re- 
member well, when I first started to prac- 
tice back in 1926; one of the most highly 
regarded and busiest dental practitioners 
in this community was a man completely 
devoid of formal training in the field of 
dentistry and I might add that this man 
practiced for fifty years and placed a den- 
tifrice called “It’s Different”on the market 
before retiring. When the requirement 
of formal dental education was later es- 
tablished, men such as I mentioned were 
licensed under the grandfather clause. 
Dentistry was primarily set up as a two 
years course. At that time medicine was 
three years, and according to the infor- 
mation at hand both degrees could be 
had, if taken as continuous training, in 
four years and they threw in a degree in 
pharmacy. Medicine as you well know 
is now an eight year course above high 
school level while dentistry is six years 
beyond high school level. 

At this point I would like to mention 
that a few years back, Harvard University 
suggested that dentistry return to the 
fold of medicine, and be offered only 
after one had completed a course in med- 
icine, thereby offering dentistry as a spe- 
cialty of medicine, similar to eye, ear, 
nose and throat, et cetera. All of this, 
of course, was complimentary to dentis- 
try. But it was felt that the nation could 
hot supply enough young people to em- 
brace such an extensive course, and this 
could lead to a breakdown in the nation’s 
dental health and/or the invasion of spu- 
tious groups, devoid of training of a for- 
mal nature who would be doing purely 
by rote, which in turn would undermine 
the dental health of our nation. It is to 
dentistry’s everlasting glory that the pro- 
posal was rejected. It is dentistry’s ob- 
jective to maintain our position and move 
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steadily forward by maintaining constant 
vigilance over the nation’s dental health; 
to be forever hungry for more knowledge 
and to understand why we do certain 
things. 

I trust I have developed my point so 
that you clearly understand the growth 
of dentistry. In World War 1 the Dental 
Corps was a very small group of dentists 
who were charged with the responsibility 
and care for the immediate needs of the 
armed forces personnel, for the most part, 
emergencies, such as extracting teeth and 
treatment of gunshot wounds of the face 
and jaws. From this group came names 
like Kazanjian of Harvard, who at that 
time was professor of prosthodontia at 
Harvard Dental College. It was men such 
as he who fathered the field of maxillo- 
facial surgery, and it was during this pe- 
riod that I became a dental assistant; 
while serving in the Army of Occupation 
in Germany. Incidentally, I received five 
dollars more per month for this service; 
I presume because of the greater hazard. 
All dental assistants at that time were 
males; boys taken out of the ranks to 
pump the treadmill engines for dentists, 
who for the most part were First Lieuten- 
ants. 

Now let’s contrast that with World 
War 2. In World War 2 we had 22,000 
dentists on active duty, and those who 
didn’t have female assistants certainly 
felt that they had been discriminated 
against. 

At this time I want to make it abun- 
dantly clear that in my opinion the female 
dental assistants of that era were the best 
soldiers that I have ever known. I felt, 
and made recommendations, that they be 
given rank commensurate with the re- 
sponsibilities that they assumed. You, 
with service backgrounds, know that I 
was unsuccessful, but I shall keep trying. 
Presently, there are some ninety odd thou- 
sand dentists in practice, which should 
give you a firm idea of the potential of 
your organization, for it goes without 
saying that every dentist needs one or 
more assistant. Think of your group in 
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terms of ninety odd thousand members 
and you will begin to realize what a 
strong arm you really are. (A) I feel that 
you, like dentistry in the past, are under- 
going growing pains; that your member- 
ship is not what it should be. (B) That 
you should always act within the frame- 
work of the A. D. A. (C) That accredi- 
tation or certification will eventually 
bring you more recognition, not only in 
civilian life but also in the armed services 
should we have another conflict and you 
be pressed into service. (D) Webster de- 
fines an assistant as a helper, an auxil- 
iary. (E) Nurse is defined as a person 
who takes care of the sick, wounded or 
enfeebled, especially one who makes a 
profession of it. I make this point, be- 
cause ever since I served as a dental as- 
sistant, I felt that the term assistant was 
a misnomer, and would recommend that 
you consider the title Nurse. I do this 
because I feel that the title nurse is better 
spelled out and is more apt to gain for 
you the prestige and considerations you 
so richly deserve. I believe that it should 
be the burning desire of all your member- 
ship to be certified. After going through 
your manual and noting the thorough 
manner in which you cover various sub- 
jects, one cannot say that you are oper- 
ating by rote. With certification could 
come privileges to perform other services, 
making you even more valuable to the 
profession. I can see, in the not too dis- 
tant future, where certification will grow 
in requirements, and rightly so, because 
as dentistry advances, I’m abundantly sure 
that you will keep apace. Think of the 
increased requirements to become a physi- 
cian; a dentist. 

Think of how, up until recently, it 
was possible to read law in an attorney's 
office and become qualified to practice 
law. By the same token I feel that those 
who fail to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity being offered at this time to be- 
come certified, will live to regret it. The 
requirements are bound to increase. By 





certification you will have more know- 
how, you will become even more valuable 
and indispensable, and with this you can- 
not help but improve your professional 
position. Not too long ago the position 
of dental hygienist was created and the 
privileges and duties spelled out by the 
A. D. A. This was done of necessity. It 
was done to remove some of the burden 
from the dentist and to give the hygien- 
ist the recognition that their increased 
training warranted. You say “Oh” but 
that will never come to pass in the case 
of the dental assistant, and I say to you, 
“Shame on you of little faith in your fu- 
ture and your profession.” Are not most 
things born of necessity? Think of boys 
in the service giving blood transfusions, 
general anesthetics, hypos of all kinds; 
and midwives still delivering babies. As 
I understand it, many of you are not only 
processing X-rays, but you are taking 
them as well. This of course is governed 
by the law of the particular state in 
which you reside. To repeat, I dare say 
that those who fail to avail themselves of 
this splendid opportunity to become cer- 
tified will rue the day. 

I ask you to think back in the case of 
the local dentist who practiced some fifty 
years and had never attended a dental 
college. Again, I cannot understand why 
more of your potential membership is 
outside than within the realm. Perhaps 
all dental assistants should be required 
to read the life of Florence Nightingale. 
Let us start now by working towards cet- 
tification. Excuses do not earn certifica- 
tion credits. 





THAT'S WHAT IT LOOKED LIKE

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Will You Accept The Challenge? 


Have you ever been asked to give a 
clinic? Did you accept the challenge, or 
did you take the coward’s way out and 
say, “No, I can’t talk in front of people.” 

Did you ever stop to think that each 
day as you talk to patients in your office, 
whether it be pertaining to dental health 
or showing someone how to clean their 
new denture, that you are actually giving 
a clinic! A clinic need not be elaborate 
or lengthy. In fact, it can be summed up 
in three steps. 

1. SELECT A SUBJECT. It may be 
some office, laboratory, or chairside as- 
sisting procedure, or short cut. 

2. PRESENTATION. Speak distinctly, 
your clinic will be interesting if you are 
interesting to listen to. 

3. APPEARANCE. The clinician as 
well as the clinic table should be neat. It 
is well to have an “attention getter,” but 
keep it simple. 

Many of us are defeated before we 
start because we say, “I can’t.” We must 
have confidence in ourselves before we 
can expect others to have confidence in 
us. Sure, you will be “scared” as the zero 
hour approaches when you are to present 
your clinic, but don’t think for a minute 
that every single dental assistant hasn't 
felt the same way the first time she gave 
a clinic! 

Your National Clinic Committee is 
launching another clinic campaign. Last 
year was the first time a trophy was pre- 
sented for clinic competition. Your re- 
sponse far surpassed our expectations, and 
I know I speak for all those who worked 
on the campaign, when I say we were 
most grateful to all the assistants who 
participated in the clinic session in San 
Francisco. Our goal for this year is set 
even higher. We want each state repre- 
sented with at least one clinician. We are 
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appealing to each of you to support your 
Own state organization by presenting a 
clinic at Atlantic City. 

May I remind you that each district 
will be competing for the beautiful new 
clinic trophy. The district represented 
with the largest number of clinics will 
receive it. In order that each district will 
have an equal chance, it is pro-rated on 
membership. So, regardless of the num- 
ber of members in your state organiza- 
tion, and that of the other states in your 
district, you have the OPPORTUNITY 
to win the trophy. A picture of the tro- 
phy appears on page 24 of the Novem- 
ber-December issue of The Dental As- 
sistant. Keep in mind that each state is 
allowed as many clinicians as delegates. 

I hope by now you are wondering, 
“Who may clinic—may I?” The answer 
is “YES!” Any member in good standing 
may present a clinic, provided she regis- 
ters her intention and clinic outline with 
the National Clinic Chairman before the 
deadline date. At this time, that date has 
not been set, but if you want to present 
a clinic, contact your state president or 
secretary or the national clinic chairman, 
without delay. Time slips by so rapidly, 
and because the deadline dates must be 
set early, we don’t want to disqualify 
anyone because they registered too late.

Meeting in Atlantic City, October 1-4?

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The Dentist and Dental Assistant 
in the Role of More Dentistry for More People

The demand for dentistry, in the past 
ten years, has increased tremendously. It 
is apparent that, because of the public 
interest in dental health and the rapidly 
growing population, this increasing de- 
mand can be expected to continue to ac- 
celerate in the future. There will be a 
greater number of dental graduates in the 
future plus new and better techniques, 
all of which are expected to increase the 
national output of dentistry. It is hoped 
that, with increased personnel, new meth- 
ods, and the addition of sodium fluoride 
to the public drinking water, some head- 
way can be made into the tremendous 
backlog of dentistry that exists today and 
the more tremendous requirements to be 
expected. 

If dentistry can accomplish all of this 
inroad into the public health of the Amer- 
ican people and achieve the technical and 
chemical improvements, it can only mean 
one thing—more well-trained minds and 
hands must be found to help guide these 
new and better techniques. The challenge 
is directed first at the dentist who 
must learn well the methods and tech- 
niques which will enable him to increase 
his services to the public. Second, the den- 
tist must learn how to administer, train, 
and use the extra hands that are available. 
And last, but not least, more dental as- 
sistants must be trained so that she can 
become a more integral part of the dental 
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operation. These last two phases are, in 
my Opinion, most important at the pres- 
ent. Primarily, the dental education and 
technical advances are going along at a 
rapid pace. The dentists are much better 
schooled today than ever before. Short 
courses are available to the dentists in 
practice but the big lack comes in the 
failure of the men themselves to use these 
extra hands that can make dentistry so 
good, so rapid and so pleasant. The Den- 
tal Assistants Association has done a tre- 
mendous job since its beginning. Mem- 
bership has grown by leaps and bounds. 
The inauguration of the certification of 
its members and many other advantages 
are available as a result of the energies 
of its members. 

With all of this, however, there are 
literally thousands of girls who are rele- 
gated to dusting, answering the phone, 
and cleaning cuspidors in dental offices. 
The average dentist does not realize the 
waste of human energy nor visualize the 
potential value of trained assistance. Fur- 
thermore, his assistant has never had the 
chance to learn and enjoy the real role of 
a valuable dental aid. As a result, the job 
becomes a bore which makes the assistant 
unhappy and the doctor feels he is over- 
paying her for doing menial chores. Such 
an unhappy relationship leads only to his 
low regard for dental assistants and her 
low regard for dentists in general. She 
can only feel that dentists, as a group, 
are unwilling to pay for even a good cus: 
pidor cleaner. There is probably no cure 
for some dentists who will not train an 
assistant as she should be trained. On the 
other hand, there are many dentists who 
could and would use trained personnel 
if they were available. To my knowledge, 
there is not now a well-trained dental 
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assistant who is available in our commu- 
nity, who does not have a good job. 

It must certainly be the responsibility 
of the Dental Assistants’ Association to 
secure more members and to encourage 
the added training of its people. How- 
ever, it should be added that this problem 
is also directly related to the dentists and 
to the dental societies who, if they are to 
accomplish what is expected of them, 
must cooperate to the fullest with the 
Dental Assistants’ Association. Almost 
all of the larger communities now have 
a dental assistants’ group which is active 
and has regular meetings. 

These meetings are an important part 
of the program of encouraging the ex- 
change of ideas. The knowledge gained 
from speakers and association with other 
assistants is, to a great extent, responsible 
for the energies that we find on the state 
and national levels. Additional education 
and knowledge is no problem for those 
people who want it. The immediate need 
is to encourage a lot more people who 
will, in turn, seek and gain knowledge 
by whatever means is best and most con- 
venient for them. 

Last Fall, I called on a dental friend 
in a large community that had no Dental 
Assistants’ Association. I asked him to 
approach the Dental Society president, 


who in turn, should encourage a dental 
assistants’ group or contact someone else 
to do it for him. The final answer I got 
was that the society was not interested 
and, as a result, no announcement was 
made and no association has been formed. 
I am sure a lot of the Dental Society 
members are wondering why there is no 
assistant association in their areas. Many 
would encourage membership if there 
were one started. 

It is my idea, therefore, that district 
meetings of the Dental Assistants’ Asso- 
ciation should be planned in such a way 
as to overlap these cities and areas need- 
ing encouragement. Invitations should be 
given to the wives, dentists, and assistants 
in these uninterested districts to attend 
a program put on by dentists and assist- 
ants. Such a program should present what 
real cooperation can do for both. There- 
by, I think the two societies could dis- 
seminate information, and above all, cre- 
ate good-will throughout. 

The Dental Assistants’ Association has 
grown largely on energies within itself 
and there is still plenty of room to grow 
larger and better. I think the dentists 
could and would be happy to help if they 
were encouraged and shown the advan- 
tages of a well-trained assistant. 


Dental Health Education

A great many advances have been 
made, in recent years, in both the tech- 
nical and scientific phases of dentistry. 
Pain, infection, loss of teeth and impaired 
mouth function can be prevented or at 
least arrested. Because of many reasons 
the public has not received the full benefit 
of these advancements. Thus we must 
realize that dental health education is an 
important and necessary service to our 
patients. 

For many years strong emphasis has 
been placed on the importance of tooth

brushing. Yet in a study of a group of 
American homes it was found that there 
was an insufficient number of tooth- 
brushes to fill the need in those homes. 
Only a very small percentage of the 
brushes were found to be in a satisfactory 
condition. Most of the brushes were in 
need of replacement because they were 
ineffective and might cause injury to 
dental tissue. Four-fifths of the tooth- 
brushes in use were unsuitable for tooth- 
brushing. Only a small percentage of the 
American public follow a routine which 








the dental profession would find desirable. 
This is only one example of the need for 
more and better dental health education. 

In a study, to determine the public’s 
source of dental health information, it 
was found that although dental health 
facts were obtained from pamphlets, 
books, advertisements, radio, and lectures, 
the family dental office was the source 
most frequently mentioned. The most 
effective method of giving dental health 
facts to the public is the chairside discus- 
sion. Every visit to the dental office 
should be health education. We should 
constantly improve our skill in discussing 
subjects in which most people are inter- 
ested when they visit the dental office, 
namely their own oral health. Oral health 
is accomplished only through learning 
and effort. It is not an easy matter to 
change the oral hygiene and eating habits 
of people. In fact, to do so some strong 
motive must be created. The motives that 
appeal to most people are: 

1. Maintaining or improving appear- 

ance. 

2. Reducing chance for pain. 

3. Ability to chew food properly. 

4. Saving money through lower dental 

bills. 

This information will not necessarily 
result in action or a change of habit. In 
order to motivate people to use the 
knowledge it is necessary to appeal to 
human emotions. For example: pride in 
personal appearance, ambition for self- 
improvement, desire for comfort and fear 
of pain and illness. 

Visual aids are widely used to teach the 
patient the structure and composition of 
teeth and other mouth tissues. This ap- 
proach, I think, takes too much time and 
is unnecessary in helping the patient ac- 
complish his aims, which are to preserve 
his appearance, maintain oral health and 
save money. The patient simply wants to 
know what his dental problem is and 
what he can do about it. 

Maybe you have asked yourself—Is this 
my problem or the dentist's? Much of 
patient education can (and should) be 
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left to the assistant. But it takes knowl- 
edge plus much practice to discuss simple 
problems with the patient. How many 
questions that the average patient asks 
could you intelligently answer? Intelligent 
discussions with your patients is as much 
a part of your job as assisting the doctor 
and answering the telephone. You don't 
need studied phrases and lengthy words, 
but some knowledge of the particular 
problem and an everyday language. 

One of the most important and sim- 
plest phases of dental health education 
is home care. How many of us can give 
a patient an acceptable plan for home 
care? How many of us follow one our- 
selves? Those of us who do and are 
trained in the field of dentistry, in one 
capacity or another, find it difficult to 
understand why so many people neglect 
mouth health and why they do not rou- 
tinely follow the simple practices that 
are necessary in keeping a healthy mouth 
and keeping dentists’ fees at a minimum. 
The answer is, probably, a very simple 
one. People who neglect their mouths 
are not greatly concerned about the mat- 
ter because they are not aware of the 
many complications that could develop 
and, therefore, are not sufficiently moved 
to do otherwise. 

Dental health education is the key to 
this problem.

EDITORIAL 


WHAT IS YOUR EFFICIENCY RATING?

Efficiency is a word contained in the object of our association and emblazoned 
on our official emblem. What does it mean to us — active members of a group allied 
with a great profession engaged in a vital health service? 


According to Paul H. Gilbert, efficiency is the ability to do a job well, plus the 
desire to do it better. Granted that all of us have become qualified to handle routine 
duties attendant to a busy dental practice, does our efficiency stop with those quali- 


fications, or are we filled with a desire to constantly improve and add to our knowl- 
edge? 


Any normally intelligent person is qualified by innate ability to perform the 
mechanical duties of a dental assistant. In our own requirements for membership, 
we only stipulate high school education or the equivalent thereof. The greater degree 
of efficiency attained thereafter is accomplished only by a deep interest in dentistry 
and the constant desire to never let a day end without having added something to the 
knowledge we have and to the improvement of our methods of performing our duties. 


Efficiency, as it pertains to a machine operator, a secretarial worker and others 
engaged in similar positions, is a matter of learning routine procedure. Efficiency in 
a health profession involves the ability to perform the necessary routine duties well, 
plus a knowledge of the human element related to those duties. Patients rate our 
efficiency, perhaps unknowingly, with the quality of our public relations; our em- 
ployers rate our efficiency by the ability with which we minimize their attention to 
details of office management and by our intelligent use of the knowledge we are 
constantly acquiring; technicians, hygienists, and others with whom we are constantly 
associated, rate our efficiency by the harmony we help to create and our knowledge 
and performance of our duties. 


How would these ratings compare with the ones we give ourselves? Do we dare 
to compare them?
